Supervisors  Kennedy  and  Ward  announced  it  was  their  pleasure 
today  to  introduce  and  welcome  visitors  from  San  Francisco's  sister 
city.  Abidjan  of  the  Ivory  Coast  in  Africa,  a  city  as  beautiful  as 
San  Francisco.   Supervisor  Kennedy  noted  that  her  visit  to  that  city 
with  a  delegation  from  San  Francisco  was  an  exciting  and 
invigorating  experience  and  presented  an  opportunity  to  develop 
relationships  and  bring  people  together,  a  positive  step  forward 
that  allowed  the  delegation  to  recognize  we  are  more  alike  than 
different.   She  further  remarked  that  for  Afro-Americans  in  the 
delegation  it  was  a  homecoming,  a  returning  to  their  roots. 
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Privilege  of  the  Floor

granted  to  Honorable  Ernest  Mobio.  the  Mayor  of  Abidjan. 

Mayor  Mobio.  through  an  interpreter,  stated  that  it  was  an  honor 
for  him  to  speak  before  the  organized  assembly  and  to  participate  in 
this  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco.   He  noted 
that  he  was  accompanied  by  members  of  the  city  council,  businessmen 
of  Abidjan,  and  also  the  mayor  of  a  nearby  city.   He  noted  that  just 
a  year  ago  on  a  sunny  day  in  Abidjan,  that  city  had  the  pleasure  of 
receiving  a  delegation  from  San  Francisco  accompanied  by  Mayor 
Dianne  Feinstein.  and  that  today,  a  year  later  almost  to  the  day. 
they  were  accompanied  here  in  San  Francisco  by  that  same  son  of  a 
sunny  day. 

Mayor  Mobio  stated  that  Abidjan  had  made  a  wonderful  marriage 
with  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  hoped  that  San  Francisco  will 
find  it  a  judicious  choice.   He  wanted  to  convey  to  the  Board  the 
gratitude  of  the  people  of  Abidjan  for  everything  done  for  them  by 
the  people  of  San  Francisco.   He  noted  that  as  a  sister  city,  there 
are  many  things  left  to  do.  but  that  an  important  one  that  had 
already  been  done  was  the  bridge  built  between  Abidjan  and  San 
Francisco.   He  commented  that  although  he  knew  there  are  many  great
